ERNMENT OWNERSHIP. OF 


RAILROADS 1S NOW IN SIGHT 


President’s Message to Congress 


Washington—President Wilson’s ad- 
dress to Congress, in which he reeom- 
mended the carrying out of Govern- 
ment operation of the railroads in this 
country, was as follows: : 


Gentlemen of the Congress :—I have asked 
the privilege of addressing you in order to 
report that on the 28th of December last, 
during the recess of Congress, acting through 
the Secretary of War and under the authority 
conferred ubon me by the act of Congress ap- 
proved August 29, 1916, I took possession 
and assumed control of the railway lines of 
the country and the systems of water trans- 
portation under their control. This step 
seemed to be imperatively necessary in the 
interest of the public welfare, in the presence 
of the great tasks of war with which we are 
now dealing. As our experience develops dif- 
ficulties and makes it clear what they are, I 
have deemed it my duty to remove those diffi- 
culties wherever I have the legal power to do 
so. To assume control of the vast railway 
system of the country is, I realize, a very 
heavy responsibility, but to fail to do so in 
the existing circumstances would have been 
much greater. I assumed the less responsi- 
bility rather than the weightier. I am sure 
that I am speaking the mind of all thoughtful 
Americans when I say that it is our duty as 
the representatives of the Nation to do every- 
thing that it is necessary to do to secure their 
complete mobilization of the whole resources 
of America by as rapid and effective a means 
as can be found. Transportation supplies all 
the arteries of mobilization. Unless it be 
under a single and unified direction the whole 
process of the Nation’s action is embarrassed. 

Tt was in the true apirit of Aureri¢a, and 
it was right, that we should first try to effect 
the necessary unification under the voluntary 
action of those who were in charge of the 
great railway properties, and we did try it. 
The directors of the railways responded to the 
need promptly and generously. 
railway 


The group of 
executives who were charged with 
the task of actual co-ordination and general 
direction have performed their task with pa- 
triotic zeal and marked ahility, as was to 
have been expected, and did, I believe. every- 
thing that was possible for them to do in the 
circumstances. If I have taken the task out 
of their hands, it has not been because of any 
dereliction or failure on their part, but only 
because there were some things which the 
Government can do and the present manage- 
ment cannot. We shall continue to value 
most highly the advice and assistance of these 
gentlemen, and I am sure we shall not find 
them withholding it, 

It had become unmistakably plain that only 
under Government administration can the en- 
tire equipment of the several systems of trans- 
portation be fully and unreservedly thrown 
into common service without injurious dis- 
crimination against particular properties. 
Only under Government administration can an 
absolutely unrestricted and unembarrassed 
common use be made of all tracks, terminals, 
terminal facilities and equipment of every 
kind. Only under that authority can new 
terminals be constructed and developed with- 
out regard to the requirements or limitations 
of particular roads. But under Government 
administration all these things will be pos- 
sible—not instantly, but as fast as practical 
difficulties, which cannot be merely conjured 
away, give way before the new management. 

The common administration will be carried 
out with as little disturbance of the present 
operating organizations and personnel of the 
railways as possible. Nothing will be altered 
or disturbed which it is not necessary to 
disturb. We are serving the public interest 
and safeguarding the public safety, but we 
are also regardful of the interest of those 
by whom these great properties are owned 
and glad to avail ourselves of the experience 
and trained ability of those who have been 
managing them. It is necessary that the 
transportation of troops and of war materials, 
of food and of fuel, and of everything that is 
necessary for the full mobilization of the en- 
ergies and resources of the country, should 
be first considered, but it is clearly in the 
public interest also that the ordinary activi 
ties and the normal industrial and commer- 
cial life of the country should be interfered 
with and dislotated as little as possible, and 


the public may rest assured that the interest 
and convenience of the private shipper will 
be o8 carefully served and safeguarded as it 
is possible to serve und safeguard it in the 
present extraordinary circumstances. 

While the present authority of the Execu- 
tive suffices for all purposes of administra: 
tion, and while, of course, all private inter- 
ests must for the present give way to the 
public necessity, it is, I am sure you will 
agree with me, right and necessary that the 
owners and creditors of railways, the holders 
of their stocks and bonds, should receive 
from the Government an unqualified guarantee 
that their properties will be maintained 
throughout the period of Federal control in 
as good repair and as complete equipment as 
at present, aud that the several roads will 
receive under Federal management such com- 
pensation as is equitable and just alike to 
their owners and to the genoral public. I 
would suggest the average net railway oper- 
ating income of the three years ending June 
30, 1917 I earnestly recommend that these 
guarantees be given by appropriate legislation, 
and given as promptly as circumstances per 
mit. 

I need not point out the essential justice of 
such guarantees and their great influence and 
significance as elements in the present ‘finan- 
cial and industrial situation of the country. 
Indeed, one of the strong arguments for ar- 
suming control of the railroads at this time 
is the financial argument. It is necessary 
that the values of railway securities should be 
justly and fairly paid and that the large finan- 
cial operations every year necessary in con 
nection with the maintenance, operation and 
development of the roads should, during the 
period o fthe war, be wisely related to the 
findneial operations of the Government. Our 
first duty is, of course, to sanserve the com 
mon interest and the common safety and to 
make certain that nothing stands in the way 
of the successful prosecution of the great war 
for liberty and justice, but it is an obliga- 
tions of public conscience and of public honor 
that the private interests we disturb should 
be kept safe from unjust injury, and it is of 
the utmost consequence to the Government 
itself that all great fluaucial operadivuus should 
he stabilized and co-ordinated with the finan 
cial operations of the Government. No bor- 
rowing should run athwart the borrowings of 
the Federal Treasury, and no fundamental in- 
dustrial 
sarily 


values should anywhere be unneces- 
impaired. In the hands of small in- 
vestors in the country, as well as in national 
banks, in insurance companies, in savings 
banks, in trust companies, in financial agen 
cies of every kind, railway securities, the sum 
total of which runs up to some ten or eleven 
thousand millions, constitute a vital part of 
the structure of credit, and the unquestioned 
solidity of that structure must be 
tained. : 

The Secretary of War and I easily agreed 
that, in view of the many complex interests 
which must be safeguarded and harmonized, 
as well as beeause of his exceptional experi- 
ence and ability in this new field of govern- 
mental action, the Hon. William G. McAdoo 
was the right man to assume direct adminis- 
trative control of this new executive task. 
At our request he consented to assume the 
authority and duties of organizer and director- 
general of the new railway administration. 
We has assumed those duties and his work 
is in active progress. 

It is probably too much to expect that even 
under the unified railway administration which 
will now be possible sufficient economies can 
be effected in the operation of the railways 
to make it possible to add to their equip- 
ment and extend their operative facilities as 
much as the present extraordinary demands 
upon their use will render desirable without 
resorting to the national treasury for the 
funds. If it is not possible, it will, of course, 
be necessary to resort to Congress for grants 
of money for that purpose. The Secretary of 
the Treasury will advise with your committees 
with regard to this very practical aspect of 
the matter. For the present, I suggest only 
the guarantees I have indicated and such ap- 
propriations as are necessary at the outset 
of this task. JI take the liberty of expressing 
the hope that the Congress may grant these 
promptly and ungrudgingly. We are dealing 
with great matters and will, I am sure, deal 
with them greatly.

Camels 
and mules furnished transportation fa- 
cilities. 

“The American party consisted of 
five officers, including United States 
Commissioner Robert P. Skinner and 
Maj. G. C. Thorpe of the Marine Corps, 
seventeen marines, five bluejackets, 
and a messenger. The expedition was 
intugurated by President Roosevelt for 
the purpose of establishing commer- 
cial relations with King Menelik, ruler 
of Abyssinie a vast area rich in ivory 
and other valuables. The efforts of 
Commissioner Skinner and the little 
band were successful in every particu- 
lar, and the most friendly relations be- 
tween strange people and the United 
States resulted. 

“The marines and sailors chosen for 
the party were landed at Djibouti, Brit- 
ish Somaliland, in the middle of No- 
vember of 1903. The season was mid- 
winter for that section of Africa, a 
condition denoted by the fact that the 
nights were comparatively cool, frosts 
being prevalent, but during the day the 
sun burned the earth with scorching 
intensity. 

Through a Wild Country. 

“From Djibouti a railway runs as far 
as Dire Daouah, and at this sun-baked 
city camels, donkeys and guides were 
procured for the long march through 
unexplored territory. For the first few 
days the trail led through fertile lands, 
broken only with occasional desert 
patches. Stunted mimosa groves and 
rolling prairies dotted with wandering 
herds of deer and antelope, made a 
sight never to be forgotten. 

“The forest lands were infested with 
lions, tigers and various beasts of prey, 
and from time to time ravaged territory

“The habits of King Menelik’s sub- 
jects are most peculiar, and their va- 
rious customs a8 displayed to us would 
fill a book. Many of them were of tall, 
sturdy physique, their height enhanced 
by their thick mop of coarse hair, of- 
times half a foot in length, which stood 
perpendicular on their heads. For 
every person killed by them the men 
wear a feather in their hair, and ex- 
tremely proud are those who flaunt a 
goodly number of this insignia. 

“In the Journey over the arid wastes 
many sand storms were encountered. 
These tempests sweep up with appal- 
ling suddenness, and the tiny particles 
make travel impossible. The approach 
of such a blast is always presaged 
hours, and even days, before the gale 
bursts, by the action of the camels, who 
become restless, and snort repeatedly. 
Long before sweeping sand clouds ap- 
pear on the horizon these intelligent 
creatures throw themselves upon the 
ground and bury their noses in the soft 
soil. 

In Addis Abeba. 

“Arriving at the capital, the recep- 
tion of King Menelik’s subjects was 
most vociferous. Throngs of the popu- 
lace swooped down upon the cavalcade 
and so intermingled with them as to 
make any semblance of order impos- 
sible. As the American detachment 
entered the city a crude band of Afri- 
can instruments struck up “The Star 
Spangled Banner.” King Menelik him- 
self received the wanderers and every 
possible hospitality was lavished upon 
them, and they were given the freedom 
of the city and lodged in close prox- 
imity to the palace—a structure much 
like a barn in this country. 

“Addis Abeba, the capital city, has 
many thousand inhabitants, The houses 
were mostly crude matted structures 
of but a few feet tn height. A wonder- 
ful zoo was kept by the king, and in 
this were captive specimens of all the 
beasts of the jungle. The donkeys have 
been interbred so much that their stat- 
ure has become stunted and many 
were scarcely more than a foot high, 
yet with large heads and huge ears 
resembling in many ways a strange 
species of rabbit. 

“The Americans were anxious to get 
hold of several of the animals to trans- 
port out of curiosity, but there are 
Strict rules guardéhg against taking the 
creatures from the country. 

“Two weeks were spent at the mon- 
arch’s stronghold before the return trip 
was commenced. Prior to the depar- 
ture, King Menelik shook hands with 
all members of the expedftion and pre- 
sented each with a gold medal as a 
souvenir. On one side of the ornament 
was his own profile and on the other 
two.lions, under which were inscribed 
the words, ‘Lion Among Lions, King 
Among Kings.’ Besides concluding a 
successful treaty with the king, the ex- 
pedition brought out many relics and 
curios for the Smithsonian institution.”

PROPER SEEDBED FOR GRAIN 


Soll Should Be Mellow and Well Pul- 
verized About as Deep as the Seed 
Is Planted. 

The ideal seedbed for sowing small 
grain should be mellow, but well pul- 
verized about as deep as the seed fs 
planted. Below the depth at which 
the seed is planted, the soil should be 
firm and well settled, making a good 
connection with the subsoil, so the wa- 
ter stored in the deeper soll may be 
drawp up by capillarity into the sur 
face soil. The firm soil below the 
sprouting seed supplies the necessary 
moisture while the mellow soll above 
favors the upward growth of the 
young shoots tn the air and sunshine,
